The controversy grew 
out of the Confederate plot to defeat re- 
CODStructlon, Andrew Johnson, who bad 
been elected Vice President by the Repub- 
licans, and. who succeeded to an office be 
was lamentably unable to fill, ttrougb as- 
sasslnation, opened the conspiracy by en- 
deavoring to sell the party which had put 
him in office. To tills enr! he Inaugurated 
the famous "My Policy," which resulted in 
a long and bitter contest between the Presi- 
dent and Congress, girding finally with the 
proceedings for impeachment. Ills plan, in 
brief, was to get tlie Democratic nomina- 
tion, and, by creating a split in the Kepub- 
lican patty, secure for himself a fusion 
strength which would Insure bis election to 
the Presidency, tpon the Republicans 
who supported him be depended through 
the lavish use of patronage, and he felt so 
sure of them tbat I bo most of his efforts 
were directed towards the conciliation of 
the Confederates, There was only one way 
la which hi could do this effectually. 
The 


close of the war and the consequent mus- 
tering out of the great body of the Federal 
troops left the South almost entirely in the 
hands of those who had been in rebellion. 
Military districts were formed aud troops 
stationed hero anil there, it is true, but 
they could do little to defend the Union 
men In the South, fctill they were a certain 
check, and the ex-rebels were anxious to 
get rid of them, or lo have their power so 
reduced tbat 11 would amount to little or 
nothing. This Jolmson was willing to 
grant. The district la which the most 
murders were being committed aud where 
the outrages were the most frequent was 
the Fifth, and there General Sheridan was 
in command. 
His stern sense of duty im- 


pelled him to do what he could to protect 
those who were at the mercy of rebel ma- 
lignity, and, as a consequence, ho made 
himself very unpopular, and the Confede- 
rates began to use their influence to secure 
his removal. Backed by Northern Copper- 
heads they had little trouble, aud Sheridan 
was removed from the command of the di- 
vision. As soon as this was done, Johnson 
offered the position to General George H. 
Thomas, but tbat gallant soldier answered 
that it would be useless for him to take It, 
since he could not support the administra- 
tion In its claim that peace and harmony 
existed, but would, on the contrary, be 
forced to follow in the footsteps of Sheri- 
dan, and exert himself to save the lives of 
the Union men of the district. Then it 
was offered to Hancock, and he siezed it. 
with avidity, Before bo left Washington 
he was wined ami dined by prominent 
Democrats; and in one or two speeches he 
delivered at the time, he cloariy outlined to 
them his Intention to assist Johnson in de- 
feating re-construction. 


Now comes one ol the curiosities of his- 


tory. In the Demoirtic convention of 1SOS 
Johnson appeared to get his reward, but it 
was refused him. Hut twelve years later, 
when the master is dead, the tool obtains 
that for which his superior sold bis party 
and sold himself. 


—To Montgomery Square belongs the 


honor of being the birthplace of General, 
Hancock. The veritable old mansion, in 
which the General's mother soothed his in- 
fant pinings with the prediction that he 
would one of these days bo President, yet 
remains intact, situated about a quarter of 
a mile east of the village. The property, 
which originally consisted of over 200 well 
tilled acres, and contained two dwelling 
houses reached by a long line running south 
from the State road.is now owned by Jacob 
Swartley, of North Wales. 
The family re- 


mained here but a year or two after Win- 
ileld's birth (the nuiae on the memorable 
occasion, a relative, \3 still living near North 
Wales) when the father, Benjamin F. 
Hancock, removed his family into the bulki- 
ng now known 
as Montgomery Square 


school house, where Harry Magee has 
taught tor the yeai or two past. 
From 


there the family removed to Norristown— 
the General being then four or fire years of 
ace.—North Wales Record.

her sickness was not thought to be unto 
death. That they were not with her in her 
ast hours adds a sharp pang to the grief of 
those who in her departure fiornthem have 


sorrow which is almost greater than they 


can bear. They have a relief and comfort 
n Ibe knowledge that their dear one could 
mve no more devoted care" bad she been 
surrounded by her nearest aud dearest 
relatives. 


Thus this lovely and beloved one passed 


away from earth, with Ihe dew of her youth 
upon her. 
The community was startled, 


shocked and tilled with pain as the tidings 
went out that she was no more, and every 
icirt thought with tenderest sympathy of 
tbe absent ones from whoso homes the li^ht 
had gone out so-smldenly. 


But if their sufferings must abound, so 


also doea their consolation. Just len days 
before her dealh their dear child was at the 
table of communion with Him who was 
dead and is alive forevermore. He has said,

dead yet shall he live." Their darling lives 
—lives in Ihe Paradise of God; the drinks 
the fruit of the vine new in her Father's 
kingdom. There she awaits them, that 
they may dwell logelher in tbe presence of 
God, where they shall go ont no more for- 
ever.
